In this second article on the concepts of 
student government I am going to suggest 
some needed changes in the current 
structures of that organization. These 
suggestions are aimed at simplifying and 
centralizing student government on this 
campus. It would be presumptuous to 
suppose that these suggestions will be 
taken seriously, but it is hoped that at the 
very least they will stimulate some critical 
dialogue 

Student government at Sacramento 
State. like practically all student 
governments, 1s modeled after the federal 
government. With an executive branch, 
consisting of a president, vice president 
and student apppointees, and a legislative 
branch consisting of thirteen elected 
senators and represenatives, student 
government parallels Washington on 4a 
smaller scale. The third branch, judicial 
though appointed regularly every year, 1s 
unequal to the role played by the 
national court system, both in power and 
scope or authority. This is the structural 
concept, embodied in the ASSSC 
Constitution and Statutes, under which 
some student decisions are made. But the 
real question remains-does 4 smaller 
model of the federal government 
necessarily mean that the same functions 
are being performed’? As was discussed in 
yesterday's article, the chief functions of 
student government are to administer the 
budget revise its statutes and 
Constitution and appoint student 
representatives to other committees on 


ampus. If this is the case, the, a major 
portion of the current st udent 
government organization 1s burdensome 
ind useless 

The part ol student government at 
which this charge of uselessness can be 
eveled is the executive branch, Unhke 
the federal executive bracnch, the student 
government president does not enforce 
the laws. The student government 
executive branch is designed to be a 
reportorial office on ¢ lege and student 
affairs as well as an official representative 
of the college students in matters where a 
standardized role of a student is needed. 
This role could easily be handled by a fam 
less complicated structure and still 
achieve the same results. It seems 
apparent that much structural cutting and 
simplification could be done which would 
benefit student government from the 
point of efficiency and yet still allow for 
an adequate amount ol control over 
certain student matters 


Proposal 


In light of the discovery that student 
government 1s top heavy in unnecessary 
positions, | propose a centralizaton ot 
authority and responsibility within a 
single legislative/executive body called 
the Board of Directors 

This Board of Directors would consist of 
nine at-large elected students. From this 
nine. one would be chosen by the elected 
directors to serve as chairman. Nine was 
chosen as the number because ol several 


reasons. It is a smaller number than the 
current size of the ASSSC Senate and 
thus a simplification. It is also large 
enough an assemblage so that adequate 
representation of the different factions 
on campus will be ensured. And it 
provided a necessary number for debate 
in any decision-making situation 

The directors would conduct business in 
the same manner as the current senate, 
administering the budget and appointing 
student representatives. The current 
executive functions of student 
government would be shifted to the 
chairman of the Board. He would be chief 
fiscal officer, acting in the same capacity 
as the current vice president. He would sit 
on all the major committees which the 
current AS President attends. He would 
act as a spokesman for the Board of 
Directors as a whole, whenever the Board 
chose to draft a policy statement or 
position. He would not speak on behalf 
of the student body by himself 


Constitution 


The Constitution and Statutes could be 
simplified because many of the sections 
dealing with division of powers and 
resonsibilities between the executive and 
legislative branch would be unnecessaary. 
The current regulations of fiscal control 
would not be affected at all; the process 
of budget administration being 
adequately sound as it exists Student 
representation to various committees 
around the campus would not be 
jeopardized, the responsibility for 
nominating appointees to the directors 
being assumed by the chairman 

This is by no means a perfect working 
model of the way student government 
could be organized. Better and more 
efficient models could be devised. What is 
important though ts that the student 
official’s energies would be channeled 
into the true realm of student 
government control—budget 
administration. In one sense this 
management role could be deemed 
analogous to a field work course in 
government. In addition to the pressure 
of mixing the political endeavors with the 
necessary hum-drum_ business of 
administration of student monies would 
be alleviated 


Apathy 


Whether this examination of student 
government has sparked any dialogue or 
reform movements will be hard to discern 
of this campus. There is an inherent 
apathy among the student body when it 
comes to student government. It will 
continue to be expressed in the coming 
election and possibly this will motivate 
reformists around the campus to effect 
some change in student o government If 
those interested in student government 
would realize that their role is of no 
particular importance, except In a 
manarement sense, then the emphasis on 
voter turn-out as a measure of student 
government representation could be 
ignore and negated for the myth it is 
What does stand out above all the 
rhetoric and discussion is the fact that 
student government needs to be 
revitalized. rennovated and redefined 
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Although an announcement in the Hornet 


Happenings column said that the representatives from 
the Peace Corps would be here next week in 
conjunction with VISTA, they will be here this week 
and Vista will be here as scheduled

Editor's Npte: This is the fousth installment of a 
ive-part series dealing with the office of college 
Ombudsman. The first four installments of the series 
are comprised of edited portions of a report compiled 
by Sally Wagner about last year's operation under 
then Ombudsman James Donaldson. She was a 
graduate assistant to the Ombudsman. The series is a 
report on the role and activities of the Ombudsman as 
he dispenses the duties of his office. 


1. Denial of Retention 

Six professors registered complaints about having 
been denied retention by their departments. Half of 
them wanted only to register thei disapproval of the 
department's decision, the other half hoped to get 
their departments to change their decisions. In one 
case, the person was fired, effective immediately. The 
Ombudsman checked on the appeals availabie and 
convinced the person's superior to reestablish the 
individual in his position until the end of the 
academic year, with the possibility of appealing the 
firing at the beginning of the next year 

A full-time faculty member was advised to request 
the Division Retention Committee to reconsider the 
case, which they did, he was reinstated 
2. Denial of Promotion 

This was the largest single area of faculty 
complaints. The major task of the Ombudsman in this 
area was to explain the rather confusing procedures 
for appeal He also gave advice and helped in 
preparing appeals In five cases, he represented the 
plainuffs prior to formal initiation of appeals 

3. Denial of Tenure 

A professor tried to get tenure a year early by

Four professors fron r sch ) were upset because 
the dean had assigned them to teach different classes 
than they had taught in the past, without « 
them first. The Ombudsman suggested procedures 
they could use to get satisfaction and did some 
mediating with the official responsible for the 
assignments 

5. Department Level Grievance 

Against policy three members of 4 department 

were very upset about the hiring policy of the 
department and the way in which it was determined 
The Ombudsman discussed the professors’ concern 
with the department chairman and suggested that a 
special meeting of the department be called to resolve 
the issue. It was done 

An interesting excmple of the Ombudsman’'s 
facilitating the meeting of people's overlooked needs 
was a complaint from a professor in the 
Rehabilitation Counseling Department that many 
physically-handicapped students weren't able to take 
History classes because most of the classes were 
scheduled on the second floor of the Social Science 
Building The Ombudsman brought the problem to 
the department's attention and arrangements wer 
made to exchange rooms with faculty on the first 
floor, when any students couldn't make second-floor 
classes 

A professor concerned with the methods used in 
student evaluations of the faculty was advised to 
write ¢ memo to the department chairman asking that 
an ad hoc committee on evaluations be constituted to 
work ouk owt methods and that the professor work 
with the students on it 


nsulting 


A charge that his department's policy on retention 
and tenure decision-making went against college-wide 
policy was made by a faculty member. The 
Ombudsman referred him to the chairman of the 
Faculty Evaluations Board for a ruling 

Two cases reflected serious political disputes within 
a department. In one, the Ombudsman gave policy 
advice. In the other, where a professor was unwilling 
to be relieved of Coordinator duties, the Ombudsman 
mediated and a compromise solution was effected 
6. Academic Policy, Requirements Dispute 

Problems in this area were 

1) A subcommittee of the Academic Senate did not 
clear a policy change with its parent committee. The 
Ombudsman asked the Academic Senate chairman to 
send a memo to the chairman of the subcommittee, 
reminding him of the procedure for establishing 
policy 

2) A professor was upset by an advertisement in the 
school newspaper to write term papers. The 
Ombudsman called the newspaper and the ad was 
withdrawn 

3) A professor concerned about challenges to 
mediators in promotion appeals was advised by the 
Ombudsman to make a policy proposal to the 
Academic Semate through the Appeals Board 

4) A faculty member opposed the policy of 
allowing an extended period for students to get a 
Withdrawal Satisfactory (WS). He was referred to the 
Director of Admissions, who forwarded the 
professor's letter to the Academic Standards 
Committee, which created the policy 

5) The Ombudsman investigated a protest against 
the procedure by the G.E. was eliminated from the 
sreas (major, minor, credential) in which classes could 
be taken for Credit/No Credit.

The Ombudsman larified tw situations by 
nvestigatior nm i very Jestructiy rumor, the 
ther, a policy felt by the professor to be excessively 
rigid 

A professor protested against a policy at registratior 
where certain non-political groups were allowed to set 
up tables inside and political groups were not. The 
Ombudsman was able to make arrangements with the 
sdministrator in charge whereby all groups were given 
tables together 

One case was a long one, originating from a student 
complaint about a mandatory fee for supplies in a 
class. The Ombudsman assisted the professor in 
working out a budget. It absorbed the supplies’ cost 
was accepted by the School and the fee was 
discontinued. Two cases continued into this year and 
were not resolved by the Ombudsman. The wife of a 
part-time faculty member couldn't get a staff job 
because of the rule which prohibits members of the 
same family from being hired by the college 
Recently, the President approved the Academic 
Senate's recommendation that the nepotism rule be 
abolished 

Ihe other case involved the denial of recognition to 
a campus organization by the college president. A 
recent court decision reversed the President's decision 
to deny recognition 

8 Request Change in Physical Plant 

Two of these cases were concerns about dangerous 
traffic conditions on the Folsom entrance to the 
school. One professor asked for clear mgns when the 
noleft-hand policy started at the Polsom and Jed 
Smith intersection. The Hornet and Faculty Bulletin 
ran stories about the change. the city authorities were 
asked to place better signs, and the SSC Maintenance 
otfiwe agreed to place sagas on Jedsemith Drive 
alerting drivers ‘o the change 

The other traffic concern was about the slop sgn at 





Coliege Town and Jedsmith, where it wasn't clear it 
he sign applied if you were turning right. The 
Imbudsman investigated, found it was a temporary 
neasure, and was convinced that the situation would 
work itself out in time 

A complaint about insufficient green parking area 
was remedied when more green spaces were added 
ind the plan to increase the green area until adequate 
was clarified 

The Ombudsman gave advice on requests for a 
graduate assistants’ office for one department and for 
a rest room for women staff and faculty only, in 
inother 

9 Dispute with Students 

Most of these cases revolved arond the same classic 
question that most of the students’ 
method-of-teaching complaints did, ie., should the 
professor have absolute authority in the classroom or 
deal with feedback from students? A_ professor, 
coming under heavy attack from students, gave the 
Ombudsman a questionnaire the instructor wanted 
students to fill out when they filed a complaint 
Another professor from the same department 
supported the professor the filed a complaint against 
the students. Another professor enlisted the aid of 
the Ombudsman in working out a settlement with his 
students who didn't like the academic style he had. 
felt they knew the reality of their ethnic history 
better and were threatening to take over the class 
The Ombudsman set up a meeting of the students, 
feelings were expressed from both positions and a 
seemingly satisfactory compromise was arranged 

A professor who thought he was under attack by 
students checked to see if the Ombudsman had 
gotten any complaints about his teaching. None had 
been registered, but the Ombudsman recommended

he arrange for more feedback from his students 

\ mplaint came from a professor who was upset 
that a student registered a grievance with the 
Ombudsman rather than going directly to him. He 
was also upset that the department chairman was 
nvolved in the dispute. A professor was concerned 
about a student with whom he'd had a personal 
hassle The student wasn't coming to class and doing 
the course work. The Ombudsman contacted the 
student and urged him to see the professor. He did 
and they were able to work it out 

The other two cases in this area involved students 
who were accused of cheating. In one case, the 
professor told the student that, if he made “no 

yntest™ of the charge, he would get a “WS.” At first 
the student wished t ntest the charge, since the 
evidence was circumstantial. The Ombudsman set up 
4 meeting among the student, the professor and the 
graduate assistant who proctored the exam and, as a 
result of the meeting, the student decided to take the 
ws The Ombudsman suggested a plan for 
completing the three units in the summer 

In th ither case, the student admitted he cheated 
The professor called the Ombudsman to find out 
what alternatives he had Of the ns suggested, 
the professor chose to write a letter to the Dean of 
Students, with ypies to the Registrar and th 
department chairman, informing them of the cheating 
episode, regardiess of whether or not the student 
withdrew from the class 

10. Dispute with Faculty Members 

A professor, who was trying to get 4 new program 
introduced, was coming under fire from other 
department members. The main function of the 
Ombudsman served was to give support so the 
professor didn't get discouraged and quit 

Iwo professors in the same department had a long, 
deeply personal feud which verged on legal action 
Both came in to see the Ombudsman and ultimately 
he was asked by the Academic Senate chairman to 
formally mediate the dispute. The Ombudsman 
recommended that the issue be considered by both 
parties during the summer, with no action to be 
initiated until early fall 1970 This proved agreeable 
to all concerned. A professor, who was concerned 
sbout the way some teachers in his department were 


Ynfluencing the student representatives, was advised 


by the Ombudsman to draw up a statement of the 
problem and take it to the department's executive 
commiltes 

The last complaint in this area came from a 
professor upset because the classroom he taught was 
always in disarray cigarette butts on the Noor, and 
the chairs all out of place. The Ombudsman checked 
to see who used the classroom immediately belore 
and requested he see ot was im good order before the 
next class He complhed
